-THE WEATHER MAP. 


Work And “Expense. 


The weather bureau is now a highiy 
equipped organizat‘on under a chief, 
Willis L. Moore, the officer third in 
rank in the department. The country is 
covered with its stations. Its reports, 
issued twice daily, have come to be 
looked for in every portion of the Unit- 
ed Stutes by all the people, whose dally 
Ute is to n certain extent influenced by 
them. and the value of iis work in the 
saving of life and shipping on the 
coasts as well as the saving to the 
crops through timely notice of sudden 
changes, such us frosts, ete., is Incal- 
culable. 

The work which the people know 
best Is the general forecasts of the 
weather, which are conducted on the 
best obtainable system; forecasts 
which, though founded on an order of 
things us subject to law as the courses 
of the stars, are far from having yet 
reached the precision of astronomical 
science, though the results obtained are 
unrivaled in their excellence by those 
of any other nation. The preparation 
of the weatber map involves the daily 
sounding of the heights of the aerial 
ocean above simultaneously by observ- 
ers all over the country and the joining 
of these sounding stations on the map 
by contour lines which indicate the di- 
rection of that great aerlal ocean's flow.

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Now Covernor Warfield Of Mary land. 


Hon. Edwin Warfield was formally inaugurated at Annapolis Wednesday to 
succeed retiring Governor Smith of our neighboring county, as Chief Execu- 
tor of Maryland. About 3000 persons journeyed to the Capital notwithstand- 
ing a day of rain ànd heavy skies overhead, snow, slush and mud underfoot. 

The new Governor took the oath of office at 1 o'clock in the Senate 
thamber. He signed the test book with a quill pen that is a family relic. 

Inclement weather prevented the outdoor speech-making that had been 
slanned, and the addresses of the retiring and the incoming executive were 
delivered in the hall of the House of Delegates. 

An immense erowd of enthusiastic Democrats and several hundred ladies 
from all parts of the State visited Annapolis by train and boat, but all could 
not get into the rooms where the exercises were held. 

Governor Warfield, assisted by former Governor Smith, held a reception 
in the old Senate chamber after the oath of office had been taken and the 
‘rowd filed through and s' ook his hand. Governor Warfield andsfamily later 
cook up their residence in the Executive Mansion. 

The Governor-elect was escqrted from Baltimore by the Legislative com- 
mittee and the Fifth Regiment Veteran Corps. Ho was accompanied by the 
members of his family, a number of friends and a large party of invited 
guests,

For some years past much attention 
has been paid to scientific kite flying 
by the military authorities in nearly 
every European country, and as the 
kites have been modified and improved 
their use has been continually er- 
tended, until now they are employed 
for quite a number of purposes, such 
as for signalling to a long distance or 
for locating the position of a camp, 
for obtaining a photograph of hostile 
conntry or of an enemy’s fort by sus 
pending a camera from the kite line 
and operating it by electric wire or 
clockwork; for making meteorological 
observations with self-recording in- 
struments and for lifting men for mak- 
ing reconnoissances. ` 

Capt. Baden-Powell, for example, 
has frequently ascended to a height of 
100 fect, using five or six hexagonal 


kites strung together, each measuring | eee eee 0060066600600600606 


12 feet high by 12 feet across. Kites 
ofier great advantages over captive 
balloons in that they are more easily 
transported, are less expensive and 
can be used in a strong wind. The 
Italfan army has lately turned its at- 
tention to the matter, and its Aerosta- 
tie Division has In‘ely been carrying 
out a number of experiments to de- 
termine the actual use of kites both 
in time of war and fur the study of 
meteorology. Kites of every known 
tyre have been tested—‘he Baden- 
Powell, Hargrave, Eddy, Lecornle. 
Nikel, and Tarbe patterns all being 
tried—and a decision will shortly be 
come to as to the best type to be 
adopted. The Tarbe kite is the in: 
vention of a French engineer, who 
recently succeeded in raising himself 
to a height of over 150 fect at 
cennes.—Golden Penny.

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TALMAGE 
SERMON 


By Rev. 
FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D.D., 


Paster of Jefferson Park Presby- 
terian Church, Chicage 


Los Angeles, Cal., Jan. 10.—In this 
sermon the nation’s flagrant, besetting 
sin, casy divorce, and the incongruous 
conflict of state laws on the subject 
are uhsparingly characterized. The 
preacher indicates the only way out of 
this Immoral tangle which is wrecking 
the home and desecrating the marriage 
altar, The text is Mark x, 9, “What 
therefore God hath joined together let 
not man put asunder.” 

As the civil war was the mortal clash 
between two conflicting ideas, so to- 
day we find conflicting ideas in mortal 
combat over the marriage altar. The 
one is tue Christ idea, which declares 
that marriage is not a confederation 
that can be broken at will, but an in- 
dissoluble union. This idea asserts that 
after marriage the twain in every sense 
becomes one. The second idea declares | 
that easy divorce is not a crime, but 
often, for the social good, a necessity. 
It snys that when a man and a woman 
are unequally yoked together it is bet- 


| ter that they be separated by law, even 


if the cause for separation be not so 
sorlous as that recognized in the Bible, 
aud, more, that they may, if they wish, 
contract new marriages. 

But, though James Bryce in his 
„American Commonwealth” affirms that 


the family as a unit Is “the one funda- 


mental and permanent problem of hu- 
man life and society,” yet everywhere, 
by reading the signs of the times, we 
can see that by easy divorce the sanc- 
tity of the home is imperiled. Every- 
where the danger signals are being lift- 
ed, to prove that marriage Is becoming 
more and more a mere temporary con- 
venience. Carroll D. Wright in bis la- 
bor statistics declares that in the year 
1889 there were 36,072 divorces in the 
state of Illinois alone and that there 


| was one divorce to every fifteen mar- 
| riages. He went on to show that from 


1867 to 1886 there were 328,716 divorces 
in the United States and that each year 
the proport’on of divorces to the num- 
ber of inhabitants in the United States 


| was on the increase, just as the Indi- 


vidual wealth of the Americans per 
capita Increases year by year. Surely 
such an evil record as that onght to 
bring a blush of shame to the cheeks 
of American manhood and womanhood 
and might be regarded as a national 
disgrace even by the Inhabitants of 
the French capital. It would have been 
a blot on the historical pages of licen- 
tious Rome. So awful is the spread of 
this divorce evil and ao blunted are be- 
coming the once keen edges of public 
sentiment upon this question that Mor- 
gan Dix, who in no sense can be called 
a sensationalist. uttered last Thanks- 
giving day this scathing invective 


| against wholesale licensed libertinism, 


now being practiced through the wide 
open doors of the legal courts of our 
land: “The divorce evil is terrible. It 
is an evil we must try to uproot. Once 
upon a time if we ever mentioned the 
fact that a person had been divorced 
we spoke of it under our breath, as a 
subject not proper for conversation. We 
then regarded divorce as something 
closely related to disgrace, and that not 
long ago either.” Now rapid degen- 
eracy of social sentiment upon this evil 
bas taken place. We look upon easy 
divorce ns respectable. We even honor 
some of those who have thus criminally 
broken their nuptial vows, when, Iu- 
stead, we should hold them in everlast- 
ing disrepute. 
A Call For United Action. 

Against the further spread and for 
the extermination of this divorce evil 
the Catholic church Is already up in 
arms. Axgninst it the Presbyterian 
gburch, with its general assembly com- 
mittee working in unison with the sis- 
ter churches, is struggling night and 
day. Against it only a few weeks ago 
all the Rhode Island ministers banded 
themselves together to give religious 
combat. Thus, as the public leaders of 
many denominations are fighting this 
undermining and would be destroyer 
of the home, It ls not inappropriate for 
me to speak a few words lu reference 
to those legni and domestic causes 
which might hereafter make “easy di- 
vorce” an Impossibility. 

First, nothing can be accomplished in 
a material way unless there ls national 
legislation or at least concerted action 
among the different state legislatures 
upon this subject. There must be all 
over the land barmonious and united 
legal uction against the divorce evil. 
It should be made Impossible for a 
man to get n divorce in one state 
which he could not obtain on the same 
ground in any one of the 3,000 divorce 
courts of the United States. All those 
courts ought to be in agreement as to 
what causes justify and what do not 
justify the dissolution of a marriage. 

We recognize the necessity of the 
criminal courts of the United States 
working in harmony. Why should we 
not recogulze the necessity of concert- 
ed action by divorce courts? Some 
years ago in Chicago a man killed his 
wife nud burned her body in the vat 
of a sausage factory. Supposing after 
that crime he could have stepped across 
the state line and in Indiana defied the 
lega! authorities of Ilinois. What 
would havre- been the result? Suppoa- 
ing that a notable wurderer could have 
walked a free man In Philadelphia aft- 
er be had poisoned lis child wife in 
New York city. Why, murder and out- 
lawry would be everywhere in the 
United States running rampant, To- 
day your. life would not be worth the 
value of n pln only as you were able 
to protect it with your own arm und 
defy your would be murderer behind 
the barricaded walls of your own bome, 
No, no! The only safety of life de 
pends upon this fact: If you commit a 
murder In one state and then run away 
another stute governor will recognize 
your extradition papers and allow you 
to be forcibly returned to the place 
where you committed the crime. 

Divorce Laws Should Be Uniform. 

We. recognize the necessity of con- 
certed action, between states on the 
murder question, We recognize also 
the neceasity of concerted action be- 
tween different nations and widely 
separated aithorities in cases ot theft 


— — — 


all that a cashier had to do after 
wrecking a bank was to cross the Cana- 
din line and be Was safe. Ontario 
abd Quebec and Montreal were ‘cities 
of refuge,” crowded with fugitives 
from American justice, Hundreds of 
detaulters from Chicago and New York 
and San Francisco and other cities 
were living there, gloating over their 
crimes. But now men guilty of finan- 
cial crimes legally have no escape. A 
criminal in the United States is a crim- 
inal in England, a criminal in Canada 
is a criminal in France. To suppress 
fotgery and theft there must be con- 
certed action between nations as well 
as states. Why, in the same way, 
should there not be concerted action 
between states In reference to the di- 
vorce law? But though concerted and 
harmonious: action by the different 
state courts should be regarded as a 
necessity yet we find the actual condi- 
tions just the reverse. To illustrate 
how a man can defy the divorce courts 
of one state by living in another state, 
8 prominent member of the Presby- 
terlan general assembly committee told 
me that a short time ago a man died in 
the United States and left three legal 
widows. He left three widows, and 
he was not a believer in Brigham 
Young elther! How was that? A few 
years ago this man went to a western 
state and there settled and married. 
After awhile he became tired of his 
wife and decided he would marry an- 
other woman. So this man left the 
state where he was then living und 
went into another state, got a divorce 
and there remarried, Of course the 
state of bis former residence did not 
recognize the second marriage. 

Time passed on, and this busband 
tired of his second wife. He moved to 
another state, got a divorce and mar- 
ried a third wife. The marital disease 
with him by this time was becoming 
chronic. But now nelther the first nor 
the second state where he used to live 
recognized his third marriage as legal. 
Time passed, und this husband of 
many wives diel. What was the re- 
sult? Bach of his former marital com- 
panions Inherited the property of the 
dead man which then existed lu her 
own state! By law that man Ip three 
different states left three different 
wives, cach n legal wife in her own 
state, but Illegal in the other two 
states. Such is an Inatance of the 
ridiculous_and_infinite absurdities ex: 
Isting between the conflicting divorce 
courts of our land. But there must be 
a legal change. The divorce question 
will never be denlt with as it should be 
so long as a married woman living in 
New York city caf go and spend a few 
weeks In n western state and then take 
train und go back to ber old home 
another man's wife. Concerted legal’ 
action must be established between the 
states. It ls you, Christian people, to 
whow God assigns the duty of arousing 
public sentiment against this evil and 
compelling our national and state legis- 
Intors to take such action as will result 
in making the marriage altar some- 
thing more than a mere mockery. 

Flood of National Infamy. 

A second breakwater to dam back 
this submerging flood of national in- 
famy: It is for the gospel ministers to 
protest against It by practice as well 
as by preaching. The pulpit cannot 
speak loudly and with the volce of a 
true leader unless at the same time It 
refuses to become a party to the na- 
tlonal crime of easy divorce. What do 
I mean by this statement? That the 
minister himself shall not be a blatant 
and u brutal divorcee? Oh. no. No self 
respecting Christian church would al- 
low her minister to continue preaching 
in her pulpit after a divorce escapade. 
Paul writes, A bishop must be blame- 
less, the husband of one wife.” No 
minister's life can be blameless when 
he turns his back upon his first wife 
for an unjust cause. But I do mean 
this: A minister should not officiate at 
the second marriage of a divorcee un- 
less be himself knows positively that 
the divorced man was not culpable in 
the snapping of the marital bonds. By 
such a ministerial course public senti- 
ment would be aroused against this na- 
tional evil, and aroused quickly and 
permanently. 

1 bave taken only lately this stand in 
reference to the clergyman's responsi- 
bility. Like hundreds and thousands 
of other ministers I have heretofore 
said to myself: “Il am not in any way 
compelled to look into the personal char- 
acters of those whom I unite in mar- 
riage. When 1 used to live In New 
York state l had to ask the contracting 
parties a long list of questions and 
make a report to the county officials In 
reference to the same. But In the state 
of illinois the clerk of the county court 
does that. He asks the questions. He 
gives the license. He is responsible 
for the marriuge. and not I.” But a 
short time ngo. when talking to a 
brother minister upon the subject, he 
said: “You are wrong. Tou cannot 
shirk your responsibility In that way.“ 
Then I commenced to look at this re- 
sponsibility in another way. I sald to 
myself: “Yes, I am wrong. That coun- 
ty clerk cannot tell me what I ought 
to do. The paper he sends to me la only 
a license, a governmental privilege, per- 
mitting me to marry the parties if I 
wish. I am not compelled so to do. 
For instance: The saloon keeper gets n 

city license and has the privilege of 
selling me a glass of whisky. But be- 
cause it is lawful for we to buy whisky 
from him that is no reason why 1 
should drink it. Because the sporting 
element of San Francisco gets a city 
license for nolding a prize fight that ts 
no reason why I am compelled to go 
and witness two pugilists batter each 
other's face into pulp. Because Chi- 
cago gives a license to gamblers to open 
a race tra that is no reason why I 
should go and patronize the bookmak- 
ers. Because the county clerk tells me 
that I can remarry a libertine, who bas 
been sinfully divorced, that ts no rea- 
son why I should tarnish the good 
name of my church by placing such a 
black record upon the session books. 
No, no, my brother ministers, we cannot 
thus shirk our responsibilities. You and 
I are responsible before God when we 
become officiating parties in the mar- 
riages of divorced persons. A religious 
marriage means infinitely more than a 
mere civil contract. If not, why da 
nearly alf people desire to be. married 
by a clergyman instead of by a police 
justice or a county judge? 
Responsibility of Ministers, 

We fre responsible a. ministers. A 
legal divorce, in ninety-nine cases out 
of a hundred, fs not :stfficient ground 
tor a church divorce. We must remem: 


R 
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standa as the representative of the 
church, Why, legal divorces are I 
obtained on the fimsiest excuses. 
Bishop Fallows, in a scathing attack 
upon this marital evil, quotes some of 
the most absurd and trivial causes on 
account of whieh men and women have 
been divorced. One woman got a legal 
divorce becaure her husband enlisted 
in the United States navy; another be- 
cause her husband smoked and gave 
ber headaches; another because her 
busband enlled ber sister a thief; an- 
other because her husband did not like 
"her frout hair and cut part of It off. 
One husband secured a divorce be- 
cause his wife refused to sew on his 
buttons; #nother because he told bis 
wife be bad found another woman 
whom he could love better. Think of 
any minister being guilty of such a 
heinous sli us to marry such divorcees 
to other marital partners. It is high 
time for us ministers to band together 
and rouse public sentiment upon this 
question, By our actions as well as 
by our preaching we must protest 
agulnst this national crime. We must 
do this becnuse a church marriage be- 
fore God und man means that the 
church gives Its sanction to the union 
and regards it as sacred and Indissolu- 


big other breakwater which may help 


to rescue this country from the divorce 
evil, as the Holland dikes have made 
a rescued ocenn bed tue home for the 
Dutch queen's subjects, is for purents 
to train up their children to regard a 
marital engagement as almost as SA- 
cred as the marriage Itself, Daughters 
and sons should think deeply and long 
before they plight troth to any one. It 
Is to teuch them thut one of the most 
heinous of sins is to trifle with the 
human berrt.

flance, of course she was untrue to ber 


husband. & divorce scandal a few 
years Inter was the resnit. Her father, 
a noble Christinn man of the west, as 
a result felt himself disgraced and re 
signed his pulpit, for he was n minis- 
ter. His life wns to some extent wreck- 
ed, as well as hers. You say such a 
course ns that la an extreme case? Of 
course. But all evils should not be 
despised beenuse they are not mon- 
strous evils. The little, seemingly 
harmless tlirtations during summer va- 
cations or uten church pleule or lu the 
street car or concert ball are all divorce 
seed plantings. You cannot trifle with 
buman affections in youth without be- 
Ing In danger, us un Iconoclast, of 
smashing the marriage shrine when 
you are middle aged. Let parents be 
careful with whom their children asso- 
ciate. Let tbem beware of what they 
are allowed to say to others and what 
others are allowed to say to them. It 
is all well enough to talk about the 
vaunted freedom of the American boy 
and girl: but, for my own purt, espe- 
clally In reference to the promiscuous 
association of young people and the 
careless promises they are allowed to 
make, I think they have altogether too 
much freedom. 

Another divorce préventive: Finan- 
cial expenses in the great majority of 
homes should be curtailed and greatly 
diminished. The Income should not be 
made to meet the outgo. The outgo 
should be contracted until there is a 
sufficient margin left for unexpected 
expenses, such as sickness or loss of 
work or financial reverses. ‘The prov- 
erb says, “When poverty comes lu at 
the door love files out of the window.” 
That la not true when all members are 
systematically trying to do their best.

The pestifer- 
ous trash which every day and every 
week and every month, lik@a winter 
blizzard, is flung into our fac @ by the 
snowstorm of the printing press is 
enough to destroy the healthy heart 
throbs of any young person who Is al- 
lowed to read It. I am, of course, not 
speaking against good publications, 
but bad publications, Go to almost 
any bookstand that you see and open 
seme of the buot nt random and rend. 
There we find the authors make their 
heroes out of bnd men and thelr hero- 
ines out of bad women, with bere and 
there a redeeming white spot to offset 
these black characters. Broken mar- 
riage vows, “Childe Harold“ Indecen- 
cles, deceitful wives, deceiving men— 
these move as an ever changing kalel- 
doacope before the fascinated eyes of 
the young readers. There the boy and 
the girl learn to call crime. respectable 
and a man's dishonor a “free lance of 
gold.“ A bad book worms Its way into 
the moral vitals and fatally polsons the 
heart. The way for good people to keep 
pure and to prepare themselves for a 
Christian’ marriage, which will never 
be broken this side or on the other 
side of the grave, la for them to live 
with good people. They must work to 
make men good, They must positively 
refuse to associate with the bad, | 
whether that bad is found in fiction or 
in real life.

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jogines and glorifies the broken mar- 
ge ring, It is only gilding the open 
Lese of the divorce court, which Is the 
Guillotine, of marital love. 
When Divorce Is Justified. 
But some one asks me, in closing: 
“Are divorces always wrong? Should 
a husband and wife be compelled to 
Jive together under all conditions?” 
Ob, no. The violation of the marriage 
vow justifies. divorce. Christ's own 
words Imply that. There are other 
conditions which justify separation, | 
even when there bas been no violation , 
of that vow. It would be a grievous 
injustice to enforce constant compan- 
Jonship when one of the parties to a 
marriage has contracted habits which 
tender the continued relation an Intol- 
erable misery to the other. I have 
known such cases and have rejoiced- 
that the law permits the Innocent party 
to be relieved of the burden and af- 
fords protection from molestation. It 
is not for me to say when a stage has 
been reached which demands the in- 
tervention of the law, but I do contend 
that it is a menace to the morals of 
the people when a ‘contract so solemn 
and sacred as that of marriage can be 
broken on pretexts so frivolous as those 
now recognized in many states. I pro- 
test also against the diversity of the 
divorce laws of the different states, 
which tends to confusion and uncer- 
tainty in the relation so vital as this 
to the morality und stability of society. 
My belief in reference to divorce can 
be summed up in the words of Sir 
Walter Scott in the ense of Ecand ver- 
sus Evans, “Though In particular cases 
the repugnance of the law to dissolve 
the oblignutions of matrimonial cohabi- 
tation may operate witb grent severity 
upon Individuals, yet It must be care- 
fully remembered that the general hap- 
piness of the married life is secured 
by its Indissolubility.”. My bellef is 
summed up in the thought that the 
more people realize when they marry 
that they must marry for life the more 
future generations will be-careful bow 
they marry and the more the sanctity 
of the home will be preserved. There- 
fore, my friends, suffer almost every 
injustice for your children's sake, for 
the community's sake, for God's sake, 
rather than break the nuptial bonds.

side of the divorce question. If I had 
spoken from the spiritual side the re 
sult would have been self evident. Gos- 
pel love never gave birth to legal hate. 
May the Christ who uttered the pro- 
fest of the text against promiscuous 
divorce bless the earnest words of one 
whom God has greatly blessed with a 
happy home.

Comparison With Balloting On Prev. 
lous Days. 


Delegate Grant, of the Baltimore 
city delegation has introduced a bill 
in the House to establish a State board 
of barbers, consisting of three mem- 
bers, two of whom shall be journey- 
men barbers and one a master barber. 
They must have been engaged in the 
business for five years and will serve 
for two years, being appointed by the 
Governor. They are to be paid $5 
each for every day of actual work on 
the board and 3 cents for each mile 
traveled in attending meetings. 

The State Board has power to ap- 
point sub-boards of examiners in var- 
ious cities. No person, it is provided, 
shall practice barbering in Maryland 
unless he has a certificate from the 
board, received after examination. 
The license feo is fixed at $5. ; 

The board is given power to revoke 
any certificate granted for a conviction 
of felony, hahitual drunkenness, gross 
i incompetence or the use of unclean 
towels, cups or any other utensils 
which are liable to spread infectious 
or contagious diseases. Charges must 
be made in writing before the board. 
If the board discovers that any shop 

is in an unsanitary condition it can 
call upon the Health Department to 
declare the place a public nuisance. 
The act does not apply to or affect 
any person now working us a barber, 
except that a person so employed less 
than three years shall bo considered 
an apprentice. t 

A fine of not less than $10 nor im- 
prisonment of hot more than 80 days 
in jail is provided for violations of 
the act.

Under Proper Grcumstances And 
Restrictions. 


Messrs. Editors:—As we again find 


ourselves in the whir and whirl of 
that season of the year, when the 
young and buoyant, gay and sprightly, 
turn their thoughts toward the come- 
ly, graceful and attractive figure of 
Terpsichore; that season of the year, 
when the young, merry, and light 
hearted are wont to meet in the Terp- 
sichorean hall, and ‘‘trip upon the 
light fantastic toe’’ into the wee!“ 
small hours of the night; and assum- 
ing that your columns are open to the 
public for the discussion of all proper 
and legitimate subjects, I would say 
my say, relative to dancing, 

But before proceeding further with 
the matter,, we would explain that 
these lines were inspired by the inim- 
ical uncompromising, and rigid atti- 
tude assumed here, by the church, 
with respect to dancing. 

We want the truth, and shall not 
object to its declarings. We want to 
know, and to examine the grounds on 
which the objectors to dancing base 
their position and objections. 

The true mission of the church is a 
great and a grand one. We have no 
desire to antagonize it. Investigation 
informs us that the Methodist Church 
is the only church, as a whole, that 
prohibits dancing; and she has among 
her members, quite a respectable num- 
ber that favor a removal of the ban. 

When we consider the great number 
of christians embraced by other church- 
es; the great age of the other churches; 
the culture, refinement and scholarship 
by these churches represented, and 
place it all by the side of the Metho- 
dist church, not yet two hundred years 
old, and with all, not a unit against 
dancing, we begin to realize the mag- 
nitude of the assumption and call for 
authority. This is not all. We turn 
from the churches, and the lessons of 
the past, to that sacred Book, from 
which the church takes her texts, and 
we road; And Miriam, the prophe- 
tess, the sister of Aaron, took timbrels 
in her hand; and all the women went 
out after her, with timbrels and with 
dances. ''— Exod. xv. 20. Then shall 
the virgin rejoice in the dance, both 
young men and old together, for I will 
turn their morning into joy and will 
comfort them and make them rejoice 
from their sorrow.'’—Jer, xxxl. 18 
Will quote no more from the Old 
Testament, but turn to the New, and 
while it is true, but little can be found 
there pertaining to dancing, we turn 
the leaves in vain in search of one 
expression of Christ condemnitory of 
dancing. 

It would seem superfluous to argue 
the question further. Dancing, from 
time immemrial, has constituted a 
part of the religious worship of all the 
people of the earth, as attested by both 
profane and’ sacred history, until re- 
cent times, 

Moreover, a number of tho leading 
colleges of the country - Valo includ- 
ed—has added dancing to the regular 
curriculum, A very significant fact, 
we think. Let us not ‘‘strain at gnats 
and swallow camels."’ 

In conclusion, we hold and main- 
tain that dancing, under proper cir- 
cumstances and restrictions is a beauti- 
ful, innocent social privilege and pas- 
time, developing muscle, imparting 
gracefulness of movement, manners 
ete, 

The writer disavows any intention 
of defending ovil or anything that 
tends to evil and full well knows that 
it is exceedingly costly in every senso 
to dally with sin, and that the sinner 
will surely find sooner or later, that 
he has made a serious mistake, but the 
world has outlived and outgrown the 
bigotry of narrow creeds and dogmas, 
and demands an enlightened religion;

Prof. Johnson Approves Plans Of 
Paving Committee. 


Prof. A. N. Johnson, of the Mary- 
land Geological Survey, was in Salis- 
bury Monday in conference with the 
committee recently appointed by May- 
or Disharoon to examine into ways 
and means for substantially paving 
some of the streets of Salisbury. The 
report of the commmittee as publish« 
ed in the Advertiser of Jan., 16th., 
was practically ratified. \ 

Prof. Johnson thinks the best paves 
ment for traffic in this section would 
be vitrified brick, laid in cement, He 
said the present shell foundation would 
make a splendid foundation upon which 
to lay the bricks, if properly propar- 
ed, and that by using the shells a 
considerable saving in the cost of the 
pavement could be affected. He 
recommended putting about an inch 
and a half or two inches of sand on 
the solid shell foundation, spread ey- 
enly, then lay the bricks upon the bed 
of sand, carefully filling the joints 
with cement. In order to provide for 
expansion and contraction of the pave- 
ment ho advised leaving at every 80 
or 40 feet an opening of an inch in 
the pavement the entire width of the 
street, these openings to be filled with 
asphalt. This will allow for any ex- 
pansion and prevent the povement 
from buckling. Prof. Johnson said 
he believed the pavement could be laid 
in this summer, using the best vitrified 
brick, for about $1.80 a square yard, 
Ho strongly impressed upon the oom - 
mittee the advantages of brick streets 
and urged tho city to make the outlay 
in the interest of future economy.

Results of the New Law to Regulate 
Adulteration, 

One of the most important acts ever 
passed by Congress, so far as the 
health of the people is concerned, is 
the law approved March 8, 1903, au- 
thorizing the secretary of agriculture 
to investigate the adulteration of foods 
and drugs, to supervise the importa- 
tion of food products intended for ex- 
portation to countries requiring phy- 
sical or chemical inspection of foods 
entering their parts and to fix a stand 
ard of purity for foods, 

The pure food law, as it is called, 
was supposed to be mainly for the 
purpose of “getting back” at those 
countries (Germany, for example) | 
which have excluded some of our 
foods and food products, on the 
ground that they were not healthful. | 
Our canned beef is excluded from | 
France and Germany because of the | 
fear of ptomaines. Germany some | 
time ago excluded pork, and some 
countries do not like our fresh beef 
because it is supposed to be preserved 
with boric acid. Be that as it may, 
it is known that Dr. H. W. Wiley, 
chief of the bureau of chemistry of 
the Department of Agriculture, has 
for years been working to secure the 
passage of a law by Congress to pre- 
vent the adulteration, of foods in this 
country, and in that work he has had 
the hearty support of the New York 
Society of Medical Juris-prudence. 

The new law ought to accomplish 
two ojects. It should not only enable 
the Department of Agriculture to pre- 
vent the adulteration of domestic 
foods and liquors. It is also hoped 
that by a system of certification as 
to their“ purity, etc,, it may be the 
means of overcoming foreign preju- 
dice against some of our articles of 
food, and of removing existing bar- 
riers against their sale in other coun- 
tries. 

In some quarters it is said that the 
law was expressly designed for the 
benefit of the owners of the California 
vineyards; that if adulterated cheap 
wines could not be imported there 
would be a much larger consumption 
of the domestic brands of clarets, etc. 
The imported brands of cheap wines 
have to be adulterated, it is said, 
with a small percentage of alcohol, be- 
cause of the variableness of the Amer- 
ican climate. The importers of the 
cheap wines say that the percentage 
of alcohol added to the wines is only 
enough to preserve them, and is not 
enough to make them unhealthful or 
bring them within what would be 
known as adulterated wines. But 
that will be for Dr. Wiley and the De- 
partment of Agriculture to determine. 
In any event the act should operate 
for the benefit of the public's internal 
economy, so far as its health is con- 
sidered, and will enable the public, 
if it so desires, to be reasonably sure 
as to the composition of what it is 
eating and drinking. 

At present Dr. Wiley and several 
experts are at work making up a list 
of imported articles that are known 
to be subject to the law, and also a 
list of those articles which may be 
suspected of adulteration. In enfore- 
ing the law against adulterated foods, 
whenever the secretary of agriculture 
has reason to believe that articles are 
being imported which, by reason of 
adulteration, are dangerous to the 
health of the people of the United 
States, or that their sale has been for- 
bidden in the countries where they 
are made, or that they have been 
falsely labelled, he ls empowered to 
obtain at the Custom House speci- 
men original packages or samples 
from the importations for the purpose 
of analysis. If such articles are found 
to be adulterated such goods shall not 
be delivered to the consignee.—N. Y. 
Commercial.

Management of Cream.

The management of the cream is 
the most particular of all the special 
points in butter-making, both as re- 
gards the quantity and the quality of 
the butter. Sweet cream makes less 
butter, and that of a less pleasant fia- 
vor than soured cream. But if the sour- 
ing Is carried too far the flavor of the 
butter is deteriorated, as the acidity 
vastens the production of those vola- 
tle acids which when in excess pro- 
luce that condition which is known as 
ranc'dity. It is to the very moderate 
quantity of these acids in the butter 
that the pteasant nutty flavor and pe 
sullarly agreeable odor of good but 
er are due, The proper condition of 
he cream is called ripeness. The ri- 
pening pf cream consists in the pro 
Auction of a certainty ofdactic acid in 
the milk, of which the larger part— 
from sixty to seventy-five per cent.— 
of the cream consists.

Salisbury Reaches Baltimore After 
Long Voyage And Mishaps. 


The new schooner Salisbury, built 
recently at Bath, Me. for Captain Ben- 
nett of Baltimore arrived in port Tues- 
day after a voyage lasting 32 days 
from Bath, Me. to Baltimore. The Sal- 
isbury left the port at which she was 
constructed on December 14 last, but 
on account of several mishaps, accom- 
panied by much bad weather, the 
handsome new vessel was delayed. On 


one occasion an anchor was lost and a 


stop of sevoral days was made at Vine- 
yard Haven until a new anchor could 
be procured. Later, the Salisbury 
put into Saunderstown on account of 
stormy weather. Adter being out 27 
days the schooner passed in Cape 
Henry last Sunday, when sho was 
again held ap by the elements, this 
time it being the ice which prevented 
her arrival in Baltimore. 


—The Ocean, City Fire Department 
says if the property owners of Ocean 
City do not come to their aid pretty 
soon they will disband. They say 
they have organized the company as 
volunteers to protect the interest of 
the town, but have never been recog- 
nized by the property owners or giv- 
en any aid by them. They havo asked 
on several occasions for money to pro- 
cure uniforms for the company, but so 
far have never received a cent. At 
the last fire, which occurred about 
three weeks ago in freezing weather, 
there was not a member of the com- 
pany that had boots or rubber coats, 
and consequently many of the members 
are sick from getting wet.

TAI. MAGE 
SERMON 


By Rev. 
FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D.D., 
Pastor of Jefferson Park Presby- 
terian Church. Chicago : 


Los Angeles, Cal., Jan. 17.—How to 
kindle and keep alive in the heart the 
divine flame which energizes and spir- 
itualizes the whole life is the preacher’s 
theme in this discourse, which deals 
with a practical religion for everyday 
people. The text is I Thessalonians v. 
xix, “Quench not the Spirit,” 

The mighty phrase maker Paul is a 
coiner of many superlatives. He is no 
stupid platitudinarian. Everyday, com- 
monplace, insipid, tasteless comparisons 
have for htm no attraction. He never 
harnesses dull eyed ‘and spavined axi- 
oms to his verbal chariot. His forge is 
always redhot; his arms are cranes, 
his hammers pile drivers, his doors 
floodgates; his streams are fathomless, 
onrushing rivers of molten iron; his 
sparks are stars, and his seconds mil- 
lenniums. 

We would, for our present lesson, use 
one of Paul's impressive, significant 
words. His “quench” has a superla- 
tive meaning. It is one of those sharp 
pointed verbal chisels which can open 
adamantine rock and in cutting power 
outdiamond the diamond. It is one of 
those intense lurid words which pic- 
ture their thoughts in colors of blood. 
“To quench” means to smother, as a 
mother would extinguish the flames 
consuming the dress of her burning 
child by wrapping about the filmsy 
garments a heavy, wet blanket, jerked 
from off the clothesline. ‘To quench” 
means to deluge, to submerge, as the 
Johnstown fires were put out when 
the Conemaugh dam broke. In that 
word “quench” Paul startlingly warns 
all believing Christians ngainst the 
sin of extinguishing the power of the 
Holy Spirit, which is now burning 
within them asa living flame. “Quench 
not the Spirit” is the command to the 
Thessalonians. Smother not the di- 
vine flames. 

A Practical Question. 

Now come the practical questions: 
How do many believing Christians 
open the floodgates of sin and drown 
out their spiritual fires? How do many 
of our new converts chill their holy en- 
thusiasm and dry their cheeks, wet 
with penitent tears, and barden again 
their hearts in sin? First and fore- | 
most, by neglecting God's place of pub- | 
lic worship. By. turning. their backs 
upon the Sunday church services. By 
claiming that they can pray to God | 
just ns well at home ns in the weck 
night prayer meetings. By asserting 
that the “communion of the saints,” in 
a building which. has been dedicated 
to God as a “house of prayer,” Is not 
essential for true spiritual life. No 
true convert should ever be guilty of 
casting n slur upon the public altar of 
Jesus Christ. It is hard work for a 
live coal to keep warm-and to remain 


a live coal outside of the grate, Tt-ts—to-the power of secret prayer? 


hard work for a warm hearted, loving 
Christian to remain a spiritual “live 
coal” unless he continually lives in 
close contact with other loving Chris- 
tians. It is by the commingling of 
prayers that the best prayer is pro- 
duced. It is by the commingling of 
testimonies that the best testimony | 
springs from our lips. It is by “the 
foolishness” of preaching that sinners , 
are saved. Yes! And also by the fool- 
ishness of preaching that they are 
brought nearer week by weck to the 
personality of Jesus Christ. 

If public worship is not essentlal for 
spiritual life, why did God decree that 
Moses should build a tabernacle as 
soon ns the hosts of Pharaoh had found 


Red sen? At that tabernacle the He- 
brews were compelled to worship. If 
not essential, why did Christ during 
his carthly ministry again and again 
go up to Jerusalem to attend 
the fensis and again and again go 
into the synagogues to worship and 
to pray? If not essential, why did 
Christ command his disciples to as- 
semble in one place in Jerusalem and | 
await the coming of the Holy Ghost? 
If not essential, why did the Puritans 
and the pilgrim fathers place such em- 
phasis upon the attendance of their 
church members at the house of God? 
We can laugh at these stern faced set- 
tlers of New England. We can poke | 
fun at their “blue laws” and thelr 
plain ways. We can say that Cotton 
Mather, their natural outgrowth, was 
the Instigator of the Salem witchcraft 
persecutions. But, Inugh at the New 
England Puritans os we will, we know 
they produced the highest type of 
spiritual men then known. We know 
that for spiritual truth they were ready | 
to dle. We know that in order to get 
that truth in the public meeting house 
they turned their backs upon the old 
world and faced the new. It was in 
public worship that the Puritan gospel 
thrived. It is in public worship that 
the new convert should catch the glow 
of the spiritual fires, which will make 
his heart warm toward God and his 
fellow man. 
Public Worship Essential. 

Public worship la absolutely essen- 
tlal for the spiritual life of the nverage 
man, Some years ngo n country boy 
was riding In the cars toward Phila- 
delphia,. In the seat sitting next to 
him was an old man. After a long 
conversation, in which the young man 
told his seat mate that he was going 
to Philadelphia to find work, the aged 
man asked him for lis letters, Oh. 
ves,“ sald the young fellow, “hor is 
one from my old employer. Here is one 
from my schoolteacher, Here Is one 
from my physician.” “Is that all? 
Have you not one from your minister?’

once. I ain nn old sea captain, and I

Prayer is the Christian's vital breath, 

The Christian's native air; 
His watchword at the gate of death, 
He enters heaven with prayer? 
A Fatal Maneuver. 

Willlan T. Sherman in his famous 
journey from Atlanta to the sea broke 
loose from his military base of sup- 
plies and fed his army on the surround- 
ing country through which he marched. 
But a course that may be safe for a 
military strategist Is certainly and in- 
evitably disastrous for n soldier of Je- 
sus Christ. A Christian convert should 
never get out of prayer touch with the 
heavenly city. It is a fatal maneuver. 
It will ultimately mean the Christian 
falling a victim to spiritual umbusende. 
entrapment and overthrow, You have 
no more reason to expect the flames of 
a candle to burn in.a chemical retort 
emptied of all oxygen than you have 
a right to expect your spiritual fires to 
burn in your bedroom which is not 
charged and surcharged with the holy 
atmospbere of secret prayer. 

It is necessary for true spiritual life 
to pray in public. Oh, yes! But it is 
just ns necessary to pray in private. 
“The Lord thy God is a jealous God.“ 
That menns in one sense that there are 
times when God wants us to be alone 
with him, alone as Christ was alone 
with the Heavenly Father when Jesus 
again and again went off alone to pray, 
He wants us to be alone with him lu 
holy fellowship, ns some of us have 
often been alone with our mothers. 
Blessed and tender were those hours 
of sweet communion with our mothers, 
who have now gone beyond. After the 
rest of the family were all in bed we 
used to sit up toward midnight, telling 
her what we wanted to do and asking 
her if she thought it was best for us 
to doit. So God, the Heavenly Father, 
wants us at times to come to him 
when we are alone. Ile wants us to 
tell him all our plans. George White 
field would never accept any Invitation 
to do anything of any import unless he 
had first talked it over with his “best 
friend.” In the darkness of the bed- 
room and in the solitary walks through 
the streets and in the quiet of the office 
or in the -kitchen, God wants us to 
frankly and freely and lovingly talk

“Gideon's band“ by secret prayer swept 
their pastor on to spiritual victories 
so by the power of secret prayer we 
can lift ourselves up toward God and 
Christinn usefulness. As Philip Dod- 
dridge, of blessed memory, once said, 
“The better I pray the better I study,” 
I say, “The better you pray the better

the better as a mother you can look 
after your children. Tne better you 
pray the better you will live and the 
better you will preach and the wider 
will be your Influence for Christ. 
Prayer in public necessary for spir- 
itunl development? Oh, yes! Prayer 
behind the locked door, prayer in se- 
cret, prayer where only God's enr can 
hear nnd God's eye can see, just as Im- 
portant for the spiritual life and hope. 
During the Revo§itionary war a high- 
land soldier was caught creeping Into 
camp during the darkness of the night. 
He wis charged with being a spy and 
taken before the commanding gericral. 
Being asked why he had left the camp, 
the soldier replied, “I merely left in 
order to go out into the darkness of the 
woods and be alone with God and have 
secret prayer.” “Then down on your 
knees!” thundered the officer. "Within 


| twenty hours you shall be shot as a 


spy. You never needed to pray as 
The 
soldier dropped on his knees and offer- 
ed such a simple, earnest prayer of 
faith and love that the tears sprang 
from the commander's eyes. He turn- 
ed to the guard and sald: “Let that sol- 
dler go. He Ia telling the truth. He must 
have often beep on his knees In prayer 
drill or else he could not have prayed 
so well in public review.” The great 
Heavenly Commander judges the sin- 


cerity of our public professions by the 
earnestness una consecration of out 


private devotions. 

Our public Christian usefulness to a 
great extent is dependent upon the in- 
tensity of our prayers uttered in se- 
cret. Christian brother, never allow 
your prayer closet to become dust cov- 
ered and musty. Never let a time come 
when you will break the telegraphic | 
communication with the heavenly head- | 
quarters for prayer. In God's great 
whispering gallery may your lips learn 
to utter the divine pleadings so softly 
that they shall sometimes only be 
heard by his car and answered directly 
only by his loving voice, | 

The closed lids of God's Bible are 
often used to extinguish the divine 
flame burning within the Christian's 
heart. They can become the barred 
and bolted doors of superstition, barred 
and bolted by gross ignorance, endun- 
geoning the most monstrous of here- 
sies in the darkest of cells, They may 
become redhot irons putting out the 
calm, deep blue, eyes of faith and love. 
By an ancient eastern law no blind 
prince is allowed to sit upon the throne 
of Persia. By a divine law no Chris- 
tian can reach that stage of enlighten- 
ment fitting him to occtpy one of God's 
spiritual thrones without earnest and 
prayerful study of the Bible. Tolle, 
‘exe! Toile, lego!” (Take and read! 


Take and rend) was the divine com: © 
mand given in vision to young Augus- 
tine in reference to the Holy Scriptures. 
„Anke and read! Take and read!” is 
the divine command given to the young 
Christian of the present day. 

My friends, how are you going to 
find out what is the law of God and 
the will of God unless you read his 
holy word? In Isaiah he distinctly 
says, “My thoughts are not your 
thoughts, neither are your ways my | 
ways.“ Are yon and I trying to find 
out by studying the Serlptures what 
are God's thoughts and to harmonize 
our lives with his life? Are we trying 
to find out what is the deeper, richer 
meaning of the Saviour’s name? Are 
we seeking to understand what is the 
mission of the Holy Spirit and how 
God with the weak things of this 
world is golng to confound the mighty? | 
Or are we going around day after day | 
singing n senseless, silly, siren song: | 
„Jesus will save! Jesus will save! Oh, 1 
am so happy, Jesus will save!“ when 
some of us merely lock upon the name 
of Jesus ns an amulet, because we do 
not know or care who Jesus is or take 
the trouble to read the words which he 
has spoken for us? Are we going to look 
upon the closed lids of the Bible in a 
superstitious way, as did the peasants 
of Europe during the dark ages, as 
though they were something they had 
no right to touch? Up to twenty years 
of age the great Martin Luther was 
totally ignorant of God's word. 
Though sindying to be a priest, he had 
never bern allowed to personally touch 
a Bible nud was not aware that the | 
gospels nnd the epistles comprised , 
more than the few chapters read by the 
priests in public worship. Shall we 
centinue fo be as ignorant of God's 
word as that’ Or are you going to 
look upon the Holy Scriptures as a di- 
vine letter written by the Heavenly 
Father to his children, which letter 
ought to be carefully studied and its 
commands to be strictly followed out? 

Development of Character,

“But.” some new convert says, “If 
the knowledge of the Holy Scriptures Is 
essential to a truly developed spiritual 
character then I am noten true Chris- 
tian. I practically know nothing about 
the word of God except that ‘God so 
loved the world that he gave his only 
begotten Son that whosoever believeth 
dn him should not perish, but have 
everlasting fe.“ That is all I know. 
Cannot I now accept Christ as my 
Saviour?” Oh, yes, my brother, you 
can. You are now a Christian, if you 
want to be. If you accept and truly be- 
lieve that one verse just quoted, you 
are as much a Christian ns n little 
fledgeling just hatched out of an egg Is 
a bird. If you accept truly with your 
whole heart that profound truth and 
should die tonight. he who promised 
salvation to every soul who believes 
nnd trusts him would take your soul 
into his safe keeping. But If you live 
you should grow and develop, You are 
saved that you may serve him as an 
example and as a soul winner, and this 
you can never do unless you learn to 
know him and his teaching through 
the study of his word. Remember 
you are now a Christian only as the 
bird just hatched out of the egg is a 
bird.

Every man’s home to a certain extent 
is his own castle. He can lift what 
standards he pleases over his own fire- 
side.

many years ago when traveling in 
Scotland, noticing how general was the 
custom for the youngest child of the 
household who could utter the words 
being called upon to ask the blessing 
at the family meal. I thought then, as 
I think now, that it was.an excellent 
practice, tending to accustom the child 
from its earliest years to acknowledge 
the goodness of God and to address 
him in prayer. As soon as my ebil- 
dren were born I made up my mind 1 
would teach them when very young to 
ask the blessing in public and to pub- 
licly pray at the family altar. 1 would 
teach them when very young, so that 
they should never be fishamed to lift 
their voices In petition to God, no mat- 
ter where they might be. And in 
their youn. lips praying at family 
worship 1 have found my own spir- 
itual life as a river widening and deep- 
ening in strength every year.

Im Crow“ Bill In House. Provides For 


Salisbury, Md., Saturday, Jan, 30, 1904 


MR. BENNETT INTRODUCES 


Eastern Shore, Cecil Excepted. InAc- | 
cordance With Party Campaign ` 
Sentiment, And Now Demand- 
„ed By The White People. 
Provisions Of Bill. 


In the House Saturday, Mr. L. At- 
wood Bennett, of Wicomico, introdue- 
ed a Jim-Crow'' car bill to be ap- 
plicable to the Eastern Shore counties, 
with the exception of Cecil. The bill 
is designed to supplant the general 
‘*Jim-Crow’’ bill already introduced 
und referred, in event of its failure. 
Two years ngo a similar course was 
followed in dealing with the Jim- 
Crow'' bills. The general measure 
failed and then its advocates confined 
their fight to the Eastern Shore coun- 
ties. They met a second defeat. 

Mr. Bennett will prove a publie 
benefactor if he can carry the bill in- 
to law. The white people ure as one 
voice it seems in asking it, and the 
conditions are loud in demanding it. 

Cecil county is oniitted from the 
operation of the bill because the main 
line of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
runs ‘through that county, and it was 
thought that it would be diffictlt to 
pass it against the opposition of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, and that if 
Cecil were included the railroad would 
more actively antagonize it. As to 
the other railroads on the Eastern 
Shore—all of them but one branch 
lines is of the Pennsylvania—the cars 
of these are mainly arranged for a di- 
vision of the races, as they run back- 
ward and forward between Maryland 
and Virginia, and Virginia now has 
a gencral ‘‘ Jim Crow’’ law. 

Mr. Bennett's bill requires that all 
railroads operating in the counties of 
Somerset, Wicomico, Dorchester, Tal- 
bot, Caroline, Worcester, Queen Anne's 
and Kent must provide separate cars 
for the transportation of the white 
and colored passengers. Each com- 
partment of the car, divided by a good 
and substantial partition, with a door 
from each division, shall be deemed al 
separate car within the meaning of | 
tho act, and cach car or compartment | 
shall bear in some conspicuous place 
appropriate words, in plain letters in- 
dicating whether it is set apart for 
white or colored passengors. The com- 
panies shall make no difference or dis- 
crimination in tho quality of or con- 
venience or accommodation in the cars 
set apart for white and colored passen- 
gers. Any railroad company or person 
that shall fail, refuse or neglect to! 
comply with the provisions of the act | 
shall be deemed guilty of n misde- | 
meanor, and upon conviction shall be | 
fined not less than $50 nor more than 
$100 for each offense. 

Conductors or managers of all rail- 
roads within the counties mentioned 
shall have power and are required to 
assign to each white or colored pas- 
senger his or hor respective car or 
apartment, and should any passenger 
refuse to occupy the car or compart- 
ment to which he or she may be assign- 
ed the conductor or manager shall 
have the right to refuse to carry such 
passenger on his train, and may put 
the passenger off the train. The pas- 
senger refusing to occupy the car or 
compartment to which he or she may 
be assigned shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and on conviction shall be 
fined not less than $5 nor more than 
$50, or be confined in jail not less than 
30 days, or both, in the discretion of 
the cou:t, for each offense. Any con- 
ductor or manager who shall fail or 
refuse to perform the duties imposed 
upon him by the act shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction shall be fined not less than 
$25 and not more than $50 for each 
offense. 

When any car or compartment set 
apart for either white or colored pas- 
sengers shall be completely filled, 
where no extra cars can be obtained, 
and the increased number of passen- 
gers could not be foreseen, the conduc- 
tor or manager may set apart a por- 
tion of the car or compartment assign- 
ed to passengers of one color to passen- 
gors of the other color. The provis- 
ions of the bill do not apply to employes 
of railroads, to persons employed as 
nurses, to officers in charge of pris- 
oners, or to the prisoners in their cus- 
tody, nor apply to the transportation 
of passengers in any caboose car at- 
tached to a freight train, nor Pullman 
cars, nor through trains that do not 
do local business. 

Senator Brewiugton has introduced 
the counter part of the above bill in 
the Senate.

London Now Runs to Gaudy Colors | 


in Trappings of Woe,

erh the account of a Seventh 
Day Adventist funeral, in which the 
body was borne in a blue and silver 
hearse and the mourners attended 
dressed in bright colors, 
seemed extraordinary, but in reality 
the event in question was not much in 
advance of modern fashion. 


In the north of London, for example, | 


an enterprising firm of undertakers, 
Messrs. Beckett & Sons, bas provided 
aA number of many hued hearses “to 
Sault the taste of everybody," “L have 
hearses in chocolate and” gold,” said 
Mr. Beckett, “and others in blue and 
gold. There is also a pure white bearse 
and another in white and gold.” 

The dealer's most magnificent vehicle, 
however, ls a hearse entirely covered 
with gold, even to the wheels, and 

. this, he states, is in constant demand. 
He, however, draws the line at green 
and gold henrses, as be does not con- 
sider them quite in keeping with a 
funeral. 

The manager of one of the largest 
and most fashionable funeral compa- 
nies in London also bore witness to the 
growing taste for “unfunereal funer- 
als.“ 

“At modern better class funerals,” he 
remarked, “black is now rarely scen. 

we We keep in stock a large quantity of 

„ colored velvet cofin coverings. Gray 

is popular and looks well. Crimson 
velvet, too, Is used at military funerals 
to an Increasing extent. I have even 
had orders for a child's coffin to be 
covered with yellow velvet. The ab- 
sence of the ‘mutes, black palls, black 
gloves and black ostrich plumes at 
modern funerals helps people, I think, 
to restrain their feelings on such occa- 
sions. There is now none of that wild 
abandonment of grief that was once 

n feature of so many interments. 

“Black clothing,” he continued, “is 
seldom worn now at fashionable funer- 
als. Ordinary morning dress is more 
usual, with gray neckties for men and 
subdued colors for the women mourn- 
er. I bave even known lounge sults 
to be worn. Light carts are sometimes 
used instead of hearses, and at u 
funeral of a duke a ‘shooting cart’ was 
used to convey the coffin. Gray horses, 
too, in many instances replace the old 
fashioned long tailed black animal.’'- 
London Mail.

Los Angeles, Cal, Jan. 24.—In this 
exposition of an “unwritten sermon,” 
now given to the world as a sacred 
filial duty, the preacher shows the im- 
portance of action as the criterion of a 
true and practical Christian life. The 
text is Proverbs vi, 13, “He winketh 
with his eyes, he speaketh with his 
feet, he teacheth with his fingers.” 

This is the last text and the last ser- 
monie caption my father ever wrote. 
When 1 was summoned to Washington 
during his mortal illness I found upon 
his study desk a plain sheet of paper, 
placed there with these nineteen words 
upon it, just as he*always wrote down 
his theme and text before he started 
his sermon. That brief memorandum 
proved to me that had he not been 
quickly summoned away by the mes- 
senger of death the next sermon he 
purposed to have written would have 
been upon “the language of action.” 
There were no indications of the man- 
ner in which he intended to treat the 
topic, but I know that the subject had 
been much in his mind and that he bad 
been impressed by the mischief that is 
often done by“ gestures and actions 
without the utterance of a word. I 
wish we could have had that sermon, 
for the warnings he would have uttered 
need to be spoken. I have therefore 
thought it a filial duty to fulfill, as far 
as I am able, the intention mx father 
was prevented carrying out. 

All language is not spoken by the lip. 
K few months ago I had this truth em- 
ghasized in a striking way. I was vis- 
iting in the east. The first night while 
there my friend came to me and snid, 
“I want you to go and hear what 1 
consider the finest orchestral playing 
In the United States.” “Oh, no,“ I an- 
swered, “I cannot go. I am fagged 

out from travel and work. Besides, I 

am going to have a hard day of preach- 

Ing tomorrow, and I must stay home 

and rest up for it.“ “But you must 

go,“ said my friend.

Character Judged by Associates, 
The father of a great English preach- 
er taught this lesson to his son.

1 see noth- 
ing in the furniture, in pictures upon 
the. walls or books upon the table to 
lead me, if 1 was a stranger to this 
home, to judge whether you belonged 
to God or to the devil.

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~ OUR A COAST SURVE i 


The Great Wark It Has Accomplish. 
ed Sinte Its Inception. 

The credit for the inception of the 
coast survey is divided among various 
‘persons, though it would appear to have 
early enlisted the interest of President 
Jefferson and Secretary Gallatin and 
to have been powerfully stimulated by 
the arrival in this country of Ferdinand 
Rudolph Hassler, n Swiss, who vir- 
tually made the plans upon which the 
subsequent operations of this survey 
were prosecuted. 

The survey dates Its origin from an 
act of congress passed in 1807 for sur- 
veying the coasts of the United States. 
It had a checkered and somewhat in- 
termittent career until 1832, when it 
was reorganized, though its control has 
from time to time alternated between 
various departments. It was attached 
to the navy department for n brief pe- 
riod, then for many years it was under 
the treasury and by act of congress of 
this year has been transferred to the 
new department of commerce. It has 
had as its superintendents after Hass- 
ler such eminent men as Bache, Plerce, 
Patterson, Hilgard, Mendenhall, Pritch- 
ett and its present incumbent, Tittman. 
It has now over n hundred field offi- 
cers and a fleet of twelve steamers and 
six sailing vessels, besides many 
launches and small craft. In addition 
to topographic work it carries on geo- 
detic and magnetic surveys, it bas bad 
an office of weights and measures and 
has been custodian of the national 
standards. The development of this 
last function recently and with the full- 
est co-operation of the coast survey has 
resulted in the establishment of an in- 
dependent bureau of standards of large 
scope. 

Superintendent ‘Tittman in a recent 
description of its work stated that It 
had since its inception made nbout 
30,000 square miles of topographic sur- 
veys, sounded minutely nearly 300,000 
square miles of water und made deep 
sea soundings over little less than a 
million square miles. It has complet- 
ed n first survey of the Atlantic gulf 
and Pacific coasts of the United States, 
and its triangulations cover between 
300,000 and 400,000 square miles. It 
has published over 500 charts besides 
the “Coast Pilot” volumes of the At- | 
lantic and Pacitic coasts and carefully 
studied the Inws of the earth's mag- 
netism (these latter being now inves- 
tigated through magnetic observatories 
in co-operation with foreign govern- 
ments), and its geodetic work is also 
being carried on with international co- 
operation.—-Professor S. P. Langley in 
Scribner's.
